April 13.—The Earl of 
Shaftesbury killed himself this after- 
noon. He was in a cab, riding through 
Regent street, when he took his life. 
He drew a revolver and discharged the 
contents of its several chambers into 
his person. His corpse was conveyed 
to the Middlesex Hospital. He was 54 
years of age. He wns the eiglith earl, 
succeeding op October 1, 1865, to tbe 
title, on the death of his father, who 
was a noted philanthropist. He leaves 
a widow, one son and five daughters. 
The Earl bad latterly been unwell, and 
had complained of mental depression.
